caso o£ considerable importance in the 
principle involved has just boon decided 
in tho Mason Circuit Court. Benjamin 
Clark died in 1S10, the owner o£ a consid- 
erable body of land In Mason and Fleming 
Counties. His daughter llary had become 
tbo -wife cE Dr. A. F. McMillan, and in 
lS17,in tho division of tha decedent's estate, 
a tract of -1C-1 acras was aliottotl to her o; 
ber portion. By titlo bond dated on the 
2Stb ot February, 1617, Dr. McMillan sold 
this laml to his brother-in-law, Walter 
Lacy, who took possession, and he and hi; 
heirs and vendees have ever since held 
possession thereof, now more than seventy 
years. In 1819 Mrs. Mary Mcllillin died, 
leaving one child, a daughter, Mary Raster 
McMiliin, who was a. lunatic for many 
years before hor death, which event took 
placo in the lunatic asylum at Lexington 
In tho year 18SO. In 3881 John L. llcilil- 
Ion, a son ot Dr. A. F. McMillon by a i»c- 
ond marriage, and thus n bait-brother ol 
Mary Hester Itcllillon, and Lucrstia Ev-
